Don Truesa’s Comedy, called The Jen of Pleasure, which bas 
been so much talked of, and the production of which has been so long 
‘delayed, was at length brought out at this Theatre last night, but not 
with all the success which was asticipated. This Comedy was origi- 
nally intended for Covent Garden Theatre, and we recollect to bave . 
heard from a friend that it was the opinion of the stage-manager of 
that house that there were two scenes in the Comedy of so startling a 
nature, that he doubted whether an English audience would tolerate 
them, but if those scenes passed the ordeal of a first night, then be 
thought the Comedy would prove a great hit. Now what the nature 
of those two sceues were we can form no idea, but certainly since the 
Comedy has changed hands, it has changed its nature, for, as it is now 
acted, the only startling effect in it ie the report of a brace of pistols 
bebind the scenes. It is almost impossible in our confined space to 
give the plot or story of this Comedy, and it is of so iotricate a nature 
that to follow it through allits windings would tire the patience of oar 
— as well asourown. The following sketch therefore must 
suffice: 

The two heros are Lord Bellenden (Macready,) aad Sir F. Gayton 
(Farren,) both men of pleasure, the former, as the author tells us, an 
intellectual one, and the latter a sensual, or matter of fact one; now 
to our thinking this is a distinction without a differenee, for they both 
game, intrigue, and neglect their wives, though secretly fond of them. 
Lord Bellenden’s conduct is so bad that his wife (Miss Phillips,) is 
obliged to separate from him, and after two yeurs’ life of dissipation 
in Italy, he returns to England, ivjured in health and fortune; his lady 
generously aids him in his distress, and he, in vindicating her fame, i¢ 
wounded in a duel by Count Delmar, (Brindal;) these mutual services 
bring about a reconciliation between them. Sir F. Gayton, though 
loving his wife, (Mrs Nesbitt,) to keep up appearances, neglects her, 
and intrigues with all the women he meets with, and not only boasts 
of his amours, but incites all his friends to pursue the same career, of- 
fering his assistance. In accordance with this system, he assists(though 
unknowingly,) Lord H.Villiers (Cooper,) to run away with Lady Gay- 
ton, even handing her himself to the chaise, and giving the post boxe 
sovereign to drive fast; when it is discovered who the incognita was 
of course the baronet is exposed to the derision of his friends. There 
is a sort of second plot made out of the endeavours of an upstart pair, 
the Jacksons, (Dowton and Mrs C. Jones,) to marry their daughter 
(Miss Cawse,) to a nobleman; she, however, chooses to elope with 
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Cesar Tibbs, (Harley,) a ci devant \awyer’s clerk, now a young man 
upon town, as he terms himself. These are the materials out of which 
the Don has formed a five act Comedy, or rather a five act Farce, 
for it scarcely deserves the fomer appellation, and the moral he intends 
to inculcate is ‘that happiness flies from men of pleasure, and seeks a 
refage in honorable wedded love.’ The dialogue is very commonplace, 
possessing neither spirit, point, nor wit, and the chief merit of the si- 
tuations consists of equivoque, and there is plenty of that throughout 
the Comedy. ‘The denouement was clumsily brought about, as to col- 
lect the principal characters they were made to intrude without rhyme 
or reason into the sick chamber of Lord Bellenden. The author had 
every justice at the bands of the actors, and if the hands of the audi- 
ence were not equally ia his interest he must not attribute that to any 
fault of the performers, who all exerted themselves to the utmost. We 
shall partieularize their respective merits when it is repeated, but when 
that isto be we could not hear, for the noise was so great we could 
not catch what Power said,.—The house was crowded.
